As it was, his defeats, disappointments, disillusionments - ending in his 
years in prison, accused (albeit falsely) of embezzlement - then his release and a new 
start in Pittsburgh, where he built his pseudonym into headline news. He was fortun- 
ate in his wives - both of them had faith in him and stood by through good times and 
bad.

This is virtually a history of aviation in war and peace, through brief 
biographical bits about famous ~ and less famous - fliers, ground men, scientists, ex- 
perimenters, inventors, military and commercial and civilian fliers - up to today. Ther 
are names known to all - and names that should be better known, British, American, 
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French, etc. The emphasis is on: the British - from the first World War aces to the

Gronowicz, Antoni CHOPIN Nelson 


A rather prejudiced study of Chopin's life written in florid style. When 
compared with the other musical biographies reported in this issue (Brahms and Gershwin, 
on Page 458) this seems static, lacking in vitality - and inadequately documented. Chop- 
in's life, his love of Poland and hope for its freedom, his handicap of ill-health, his 
romance,all form part of the story - and yet he does not come alive, he is simply a 
glorified figure, lavishly praised by his advocate. The content is good; there are 
sidelights that are particularly well handled, and the spirit of the 19th century is 
convincingly and realistically caught. The musical aspects are handled in such a way 
that readers with little or no musical background can enjoy reading about the man and 
his times. Gronowicz feels that the keynote to Chopin's work lies in his following his 
tutor's advice:- "Remember, Fryderyk, music comes from the songs of simple people".

It is less a 
picture of the man than of his times, as the turbulent era of successive wars in the 
late 1600's, fought under the personal supervision and leadership of the Tsar, present 
many parallels to the present war. One gets a real feel of the Russian people ef those 
days, their temperament and character and way of life. There is not enough background 
material on Russia for younger readers, and this should find a place. Illustrations
